Was the Explosion of a Ton of Dyna 
mite at Mt. Vernon, N. Y. 
Mt. Vernon. N. Y., Nov. 3.—The ex­ 
plosion of over a ton of dynamite un 
der the Bond street bridge here, shook 
| the city and the surrounding country 
within a radius of five miles, probably 
j killed one person and injured nearly 
forty others, two of whom may die. 
The man supposed to have been 
killed was an Italian in charge of the 
j dynamite. 
He was seen at his post 
of duty Just before the explosion, and 
no trace of him has since been found. 
There were 2,300 pounds of dynamite 
stored at the side of the deep rock cut 
running from the western limits of 
the city, which was used for blasting 
by the New York. New Haven & H art­ 
ford railway. 
The explosion toro a 
hole in the ground eighty feet deep 
that is now full of water from a hid­ 
den spring, wrecked the Bond street 
bridge over the railway tracks, and 
broke all the windows within a quarter 
of a mile.

Weather Figu res that Give Idea of 
What to Expect- 


The following 
data, 
covering a 
period of thirty-three yea-s, have been 
compiled by the local station of the 
weather bureau to show what the aver­ 
age November has been during that 
time: 
Average temperature 42: hig h­ 
est temperature for any November, 76, 
on November 1, 18 8 8 ; lowest tempera­ 
ture, 5 below zero, November 22, 18 8 0 
The warmest November was in 1902, 
with an average temperature of 50, and 
the coldest was In 18 8 0, with an aver­ 
age of 31. 
The averag e precipitation for the 
last thirty-three Novembers was 3.75 
inches; the averag e number of days 
with .01 of an inch of precipitation or 
mbre was twelve for each November, 
the g reatest monthly precipitation was 
9 .35 in 18 8 1 and the lea-t monthly pre­ 
cipitation was .8 in 18 72. 
The great­ 
est amount of precipitation recorded 
in any twenty four consecutive hours 
was 4.3 inches, November 17-18 , 18 8 1. 
The greatest amount of snow fall re­ 
corded in any twenty-four consecutive 
hours (record ex tending only to 1884- 
8 5) was 4.7 inches, N ov. 26-27,19 02. 
The average number of clear days 
was seven; partly cloudy days, nine; 
and cloudy days fourteen.

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HE JOHN EEN ER IC E COMPANY purchased the ice plant at Seymour about nine 


years ago. 
At that time they were operating a plant at Vincennes and since that 


time they have purchased plants at Washington and Martinsville. 
Mr. Lawrence 


Ebner has been in charge of the plant here during the nine years 


The ice frozen at the plant is as nearly absolutely pu re as is possible to make 


to make ice. 
The water used is from driven wells, eighty feet deep. 
It is made 


into steam, then reboiled and run through a filter of maple charcoal, which is the 


only satisfactory filter giving to the water the proper taste and purity. 


After being distilled the water is run into tanks where it remains fifty-five hours in the pro­ 


cess of freezing. 
It is then lifted in 300 pound cakes and delivered to customers or shipped to 


other points by rail. The freezing capacity is twenty-one tons daily or almost a ton every hour 


of the twenty-four. 


COLD STORAGE, 


A few years age the company erected a cold storage plant and this has been increased in size 


until there are about 100,000 cubic feet of storage room, for putting away apples, cabbage, etc., be. 


sides room for the storage of ice. Fourteen thousand barrels of apples can be stored and still have 


room for other things. 
The temperature of the storage rooms is kept at 31 or 32 degrees. 


Farmers who investigate find it to their advantage to store their apples picked at the right time 


in the fall and sell them in the spring when prices are much higher. About ten per cent of the ap­ 


ples stored here are used in the Seymour market, the balance being shipped both north and south. 


Jackson county apples keep as well as any and the charge for storage is more than offs it by the in­ 


creased price in the spring.
